cargo is forfeited— and therefore moved the 
following refolution : 


Refolved, That the Committee of Com- 
merce and Manufadures, beinftrudled to in- 
quire whether any, and what further amend- 
ments, if any, are necelTary to the ad\ fur- 
ther to fufpeud the commercial intcrcourfc 
between the United States and France and 
the dependencies thereof, and report their 
opinion thereon by bill or otherwife. 


M r . P. wiihed this motion to be immedi- 
ately a£led upon. 
One veffel had 
arrived 
Rt Norfolk under the circumftances mention- 
ed ; and it was probable there would be ma- 
ny more in a few days. 


Mr. Nicholas withed the refolution to 1 le 
on the table—He was unwilling to a d in 
this partial 
manner, as it would open tlic 
door to fraud. 
If a propofition was made to 
repeal the whole law, it would meet hi;» haer- 
ty approbation. 


The refolution was ordered to He on the 
table. 


Mr. Pinckney brought in a hill to pcrn)it 
in certain cafcs the bringing Slaves into the 
Milfiiippi 
I'erritory—and Mr. Stone a bill 
making further provifion for the relief of 
perfoni imprifonrd for debt due Jie 
United 
States—which were refpcdtively 
read and 
committed for to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 


Tuefday, May 6. 


Mr. Parker called up the refolutioii whlcli

Parker, after noticing the change of 
conduct in the French government, aud 
their diipofition to liberate American pro­ 
perty, faid he withed provifion to be made 
for fucli of our citizens in France, whole 
vefTels have not been condemned, and who Ce 
commanders, 
ailing without 
information 
or iuttrultion 
have conceived themfclves, 
authorised to return 
w ith cargoes to this 
country, not having knowledge of the alt 
recently palled by which both vettel and 
cargo is forfeited— and therefore moved the 
following refolution : 
Refolved, That the Committee of Com­ 
merce and M«< nu failures, beinttrultcd to in­ 
quire whether any, and what further amend­ 
ments, if any, are necelTary to the alt fur­ 
ther to fufpeud the commercial intcrcourfe 
between the United States and France and 
the dependencies thereof, and report their 
opinion thereon by bill or othei wife. 
Mr. P. wilhed this motion to be immedi­ 
ately ailed upon.

tvith fpots of a bloody red in fome places, 
■with red and green fpots, and with purple 
and violet fpots in others. 
They caufed the 
ice to be broken one foot from the bank, 
and they found a cruft of red and green, 
th.rec inches deep. 
H aving pe^fttrated to 
cjieven inchcs depth, they fou^d a red and 
green fubf^ance, fome of it ^ tin o u » . 


T w o of the Adm iniftra^rs having re- 
folvcd to tafle it, found iff extremely acid. 
It allb produced an immediate^ and very 
great pain, in the tcmpfes and ftomach.— 
The nielted ice produced a greyiih water, 
waich fmellcd of fulphur. 
Experiments 
are now making at Berlin to afcertain what 
1it is, and a quantity of the water has been 
i«nt to the Royal Academy there.

A P R O C L A M A T IO N '. 


W H E R E A S by an a£t of the Congrefs 
of the United States, pafl’ed the 27th day of 
February laft, entitled, “ A n a£t further to 
fufpend the commer-C’al intercourfe between 
the United States and France, and the de- 
pendencies-thereof," it is enadled, T h at at 
any time, after the pafling of faid a¿\, it 
ihall be lawful for the 
Prcfident 
of the 
United States, by his order to remit an.d 
difcontinue for the time being, whenever he 
fhall deem it expedient and for the intereft 
of the United States, all or any of the re- 
ftrainta and prohibitions impofcd by the faid 
adl, 
in refpeil to 
the territories of the 
French Republic, or to any ifland, port or 
place, belonging to the faid republic, with 
which in his opinion a commercial inter- 
ccurfe may be fafely renewed ; and to make 
proclamation thereof accordingly : and it is
